To see if the town will vote to accept the 
list of men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as Jurors 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To determine the manner of repairing the 
highways, townways and bridges the ensuing year or act 
anything thereon.

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Article 5. ‘To determine the manner of collecting 
the taxes the coming year or act anything thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name of the 
town any or all outlying parcels of land owned by the 
town or act anything thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to defend all suits that may be brought against the 
town; prosecute all claims in behalf of the town, employ- 
ing counsel when same may be necessary or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to make a new agreement with the Western Massachu- 
setts Electric Company for maintaining and supplying elec- 
tricity for the Street Lights in town. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed neces- 
sary to.defray the current expenses of the current financial 
year or act anything thereon.

Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year ending 
December 381, 19386. 


We have again cared for the regular town roads under 
Chapter 81 and advise its continuance. Superintendent of 
Streets Annual Report will be found in this book. 


The damage caused by flood of March 18th has been 
partly restored by aid received from the Red Cross 
$1,600.00, Department of Agriculture and Emergency Re- 
lief Fund of $2,500.00 which was used to remove the piles 
of silt scraped up by the Red Cross, of this fund $1,267.30 
was spent for labor and $1,186.00 for trucks. 


The major projects done with W. P. A. aid, giving 
employment to about 150 men, were to help Home owners 
clean up after the flood, restore Old Hadley Cemetery, 
West Street, Railroad Street, North Lane, new sidewalks 
built on West Street, dikes on river bank from Middle 
Street to what is known as Honey Pot. with the exception of 
deep ravines which were filled and diked by U. S. Army 
Engineers at a cost to the town of $1,429.50. 


Farm to Market projects were approaches to new Rus- 
sellville Bridge, gravelling Mill Valley Road, Maple Street 
and Bay Road also eliminating dangerous curves on Mt. 
Warner road and Rocky Hill road. 


The W. P. A. sewing project has been continued, giv- 
ing employment to 20 women the past year, using 16,500 
yards of material, making 8,300 garments. Federal funds 
to the amount of $138,132.90 have covered all items of 
material and labor. 


A Commissary for the distribution of food and cloth- 
ing has been established in the kitchen of the Town Hall. 
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This is under the supervision of Mr. Arthur LaSalle. At 
present 155 families, representing 791 persons have Com- 
missary cards. 


We have kept the cost of the Welfare under the ap- 
propriation. | 


The Board of Health is glad to report that there were 
no serious epidemics in town during the year. A clinic was 
held for under-weight children.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report as Superintendent of Streets ~ 
for the year 19386. 


The heavy snow storms and high winds during the 
months of January and February kept us pretty busy plow- 
ing snow until about March 10th. Roger Barstow was 
called upon to help with his large truck and the town’s 
large V-snow plow. With about 43 miles to be plowed and 
kept open, it is quite a problem. Mr. Fred Kentfield offered 
to purchase a V-snow plow for his truck to help in his 
section of the town. This was a great help to us. A new 
V-snow plow was purchased in February from the money 
appropriated at town mecting to replace the old one used 
on Barstow’s truck, also a new leveling wing was pur- 
chased and used on the town truck. Better work was ac- 
complished with the new plow and leveling wing, the level- 
ing wing being a great help where the snow was drifted 
high. 


Under Chapter 81, the State allotted the town the 
usual one hundred and fifty dollars per mile. 


The road from Hadley center to the Sunderland line 
was resurfaced, also some of East Hadley, West Street, 
Knightly’s Road and one and eight tenths miles on 
the Hockanum road. A hard surface was put on the road | 
from the Plainville Cemetery to the Amherst line, also ot 
Railroad Street. The materials used on all of these roads 4 
were 31,200 gallons of Rotar, 18,164 gallons of Asphalt | 
Cutback and 6,182 gallons of Emulsion. 


The drainage throughout the town has been thorough- 
ly looked after and some new pipes replaced where needed. 
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The brush along the roadside has been cut and car- 
ried away. 


A great deal of new fence had to be replaced on the 
Hockanum Road due to the heavy ice jam and high water 
that deposited these huge cakes of ice on the highway. By 
working one night when the water was receding we were 
able to push a good many of these large cakes out of the 
road. 


On March 18th of this year we had one of the worst 
floods in the history of Hadley. Great damage was done 
to homes and farm lands, some roads washed out and 
others filled with mud and debris. The sidewalks and com- 
mon on West Street were left in a terrible condition. A 
W.P.A. project was drawn up to rebuild the sidewalks and 
roads and grade the common on this street. Under this 
project the W.P.A. paid for labor and trucks, the town for 
all the material used and furnished the necessary tools for 
the work. Seven acres of the common were fitted and 
seeded to oats and grass. This crop was harvested and 
given to the abutters. The sidewalks were straightened, 
filled and covered with stone dust, the mud scraped from 
the roads and carried away. The amount of material used 
in this project is as follows:—2,666 yards of loam and fill, 
1,596 yards of gravel and 370 tons of stone dust. The 
allotment paid by the W.P.A. is $8,505.87 and the cost to 
the town $556.08. Other roads in the flood area had to 
have work done that exceeded their allotment, therefore, 
some other roads in the town had to suffer for lack of 
funds. Washouts had to be filled first to safeguard the 
public. 


We have applied and leveled 4,125 yards of gravel 
on the roads about town. This work being done by town 
trucks and town labor. 


On January 17th a “Farm to Market’ project was 
started. The W.P.A. paying for labor, the State for the 
trucks and the town furnishing material and tools. Under 
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this project about six miles of road had been completed 
up to December Ist. At this date the town was notified 
of a change in the project, asking that the town pay for 
half of the number of trucks used. The town not having 
the necessary funds had to drop all of the trucks on this 
project, although the men have been kept busy straighten- 
ing curves and other work on these roads. I feel that this 
is a worthy project, in that it gets the roads in the right 
condition to apply a black top, at a much less cost to the 


town. 


Under the Bond issue the Russellville Bridge was start- 
ed, the town crew putting in the bridge, while the fill was 
Bayern project: The town is grateful to Adam Comins 
and John Kobera for donating the fill for this bridge. The 
amount of material used on this project is as follows:— 
6,216 yards of fill, 853 yards of gravel, 45 tons of stone 
for rip rap, 102 concrete posts and 1900 feet of 84, inch 
steel cable. The cost for this bridge is as follows: W.P.A. 
pay roll $4,198.21, bond issue $2,950.00, the town $1,947.62. 
Under this project the town paid for trucks, material and 
furnished the necessary tools to complete the work. 


Since the new bridge has been built on the Hockanum 
Road ‘there has been a great many washouts at the fill. 
This Fall it was thought best to rip rap. 22114 tons of 
stone have ben placed there hoping to prevent any fur- 
ther trouble. The County paid one half of the cost of this 
work. 


Permit me to add that we all want good roads in this 
town, therefore we must have the necessary equipment to 
make and keep them in the best condition.

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit to you my report for the year of 1936 
as Superintendent of the Gypsy Moth Extermination Work. 


I started to do the moth work on the 19th of October 


this year with seven men. 


I found a number of bad places this year and I had 
tO put in’ more time than I expected to.y On West Street 
had to cut a number of old apple trees and it was a very 
hard job as the trees were so close to the house we had to 
use ropes to lower the limbs so as not to break any win- 
dows. ‘These trees were hollow and the egg clusters were 
all the way up through the tree. : 


On the upper end of Middle Street we also had to cut 
down another hollow tree which was very badly infested. 
Up in North Hadley there was another very bad place and 
it is the largest number of egg clusters that I ever found 
on any one tree in the Town. There was 5275 egg clusters 
inside of the hollow white Oak tree and there was 1250 
on the outside of the tree, of course we had to éut this 
tree down also. 


The number of places where we mound egg clusters 
was 195 and the largest number on one tree was 6525. 


We destroyed a total of 20,442 egg clusters in the 
town this year, about double the number of nests found 
last year. We have a project going on now with the W.P.A. 
and up to date we have destroyed over 4500 egg clusters. 


This year I ran out of funds and had to leave the rest 
of the work go until the Town Meeting and we get our

appropriation for this coming year, it will take about two 


days to do this work. The total cost for this year’s work 
is $400.00.

Gentlemen:—-Complying with law and custom, your 
Cemetery Committee hereby submit their annual report for 
the year 19386. 


Village cemeteries have been maintained in excellent 
condition in 19386. 


The outstanding problem for the year, was to restore 
the Old Hadley Cemetery which was subjected to the full 
force of the 1986 flood. 


The W.P.A. was approached and after much investiga- 
tion a grant was made classifying the grant as repairs to 
an Historical Monument of great value. 


The Grant was as follows: ° 


Replacing and resetting stones $2,208.00 
Silt removal, trucks and wheelbarrows 3,500.00 
Spading, raking, rolling 12,560 sq. yards 628.00 
Reset and replace iron fence 342.00 
Reset and replace wire fence 202.60 

Total $6,880.60 


Whereas the project was written for the services of 55 
men, only 16 men were assigned to the project on April 
29, and no trucks were available until June, to haul away 
silt. ‘Two trucks were available during last six weeks of 
the project and were paid from this grant. 


The West Street project under the supervision of Supt. 
of Streets Underwood and foreman Zytyrka, were willing 
to cooperate with us and drew hundreds of loads of silt 
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from the Cemetery, for their project. An average of 8 
trucks and fifty men worked during May hauling away 
debris and silt. The value of this was in excess of $3000. 
During April while we were trying to get a W.P.A. grant 
the C.C.C. had dug the road out to the Cemetery and also 
the roads inside of the cemetery, this was an unanticipated 
help. 

The combination of these three groups combined to 
clean up the cemetery and work was completed on July 14. 

iotals expended! iby WBA. sunder their Jorante-of 
$6,880.60 was $8,997.25, the difference accounted for by 
work done by cooperating projects. All supplies were 
purchased from the regular appropriation, and some were 
donated by interested parties, some twenty large monu- 
ments were reset by professional concerns. The W.P.A. 
office gave permission to transfer capable men from other 
projects to the cemetery repair, which made it possible to 
do a creditable job, the interest and skill of these men made 
the project a distinct success.

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Report of School Committee 


In order to avoid duplication, the report of your Com- 
mittee is limited to a consideration of the physical condition 


of the schools. 


The usual summer repairs have been made and the only 
major expenditure has been the installation of a new steam 
boiler at the Russell building. We now have a modern 
heating system in this building as the other boiler was re- 


placed within the past few years. 


We may consider ourselves fortunate in not having 
to make any major repairs after the flood of last spring. 
The damage was limited to the destruction of a few supplies 
and the loss of a quantity of fuel oil at Hopkins Academy. 
The greatest hardship was caused by the fact that the 
schools could not be re-opened as soon as desired as they 
were in use as dormitories for those who could not get 
back into their own homes. This was, however, but a pass- 
ing condition. 


As in the past, we have with us the problem of de- 
creasing attendance in the lower grades and increasing at- 
tendance in those higher grades where the cost per pupil 
is greatest, and where the accommodations are least satis- 
factory for expansion. There is also the ever present prob- 
lem of transportation. Both of these problems allow of 
no ready solution, and with the passing of the years they 


may cease to be a problem. 


It is always useful to have collected under one heading 
a report of funds received from other than Town sources, 
and we accordingly set them forth.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 

It is a continual privilege for me to submit herewith 
my sixth annual report as superintendent of your schools. 
I shall review general conditions in all the grades of the 
schools and also attempt to make reasonable forecasts for 


the next financial year. 


The following table shows the enrollment in the ele- 
mentary schools by grade as well as building at this time.

This table reveals that there has been a decrease of 
twenty-four elementary pupils since the last report. T'wenty- 
one out of the twenty-four were in Hooker School. Whén 
one notes that the birth rate for 1932 was only twenty-four 
from which group will come many of the next first grades 
and that the group in grade VIII numbers over ninety it 
is very obvious that there will be a decided drop in the 
elementary membership one year hence. 


A year ago I had anticipated that there would be no 
need to maintain the Hartsbrook School after the close of. 
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the last school year. However by September it was found 
that there was a continued need for the additional bus sery- 
ice for the secondary pupils from North Hadley. There 
has been the same number of pupils at Hartsbrook as were 
in attendance last year. Now with a probable decrease of 
elementary pupils of perhaps fifty after June it would seem 
as though the equivalent of two or three teaching  posi- 
tions could be made vacant. When the discussion of clos- 
the tra- 


ing a school occurs there are usually two views 
ditional local pride as against the benign approval of a 
reduction in expense by the residents of sections more re- 
moved from the affected area. 


The closing of smaller schools involves added bus ac- 
commodations and sometimes a change of bus schedule. So 
bus capacity together with a somewhat limited time in the 
hour before school opens in the morning is a determining 
factor. ‘The present school department owned bus must 
shortly be replaced to serve the present schedule and num- 
ber of pupils carried. Over a shorter schedule and with a 
smaller pupil load there are more years of service from it. 
With another school owned bus the planning of a bus sched- 
ule to permit of closing two or three elementary rooms 
would be readily arranged. Furthermore no pupil would 
be required to leave home before 8:20 each morning and a 
greater allowance could be made for winter roads. 


Inasmuch as so many of the school costs are beyond 
the control of local authorities and the salaries paid to the 
women teachers are lower than many towns of the same 
size about the only way to materially lower school costs 
is to close the schools and thereby eliminate teacher, fuel 


light, water and janitor expense. 


I believe that some consideration should be given to 
a realignment of the salaries of the women teachers. Near- 
ly all of the present elementary teachers now employed in 
your schools were graduates of the old normal schools which 
offered only two years of education and training beyond 
the high school graduation.’ Any vacancies now to be filled 
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should be filled by graduates from the teacher colleges 
which offer four years education together with practice 
teaching, and upon graduation receive a degree as do grad- 
uates of any other four year college. I think that there 
should be just one salary scale for teachers who have com- 
pleted four years of education beyond the secondary grad- 
uation requirements, and that there be no distinction be- 
tweeen one teacher with a group of seven year olds in 
grade II or fourteen year olds in Caesar in Hopkins. So 
I think provision should be made to increase salaries to 
$1100 for those teachers who hold college degrees and to 
those other teachers who by personal effort may acquire 
similar degrees by effort. Salaries not over $1100 may be 
eligible for state reimbursement under Part II of the Gen- 
eral School Fund. For those teachers in service let there 
be an additional grant of $50.00 per year upon the comple- 
tion of four hours of college credit either by summer study, 
late afternoon and Saturday, extension courses, and under 
some conditions, travel. » Let this extra grant continue so 
long as the individual teacher continued the similar self 


improvement. every three years. 


The salary scale for the assistants in Hopkins should 
begin with the other four year study beyond secondary 
graduation but the added increment should be dependent 
upon the individual assignment of each teacher. 


The acquirement of advanced degrees by teachers in 
service should warrant some increment in salary on part of 
the town for your teachers have acquired along with the ad- 
vanced degree a wider background for the instruction of 
your children. 


There is a concerted effort being made by the educa- 
tion department and endorsed by His Excellency to place 
upon our statutes a statewide Gertificate regulation. I am 
thoroughly in accord with the program. With definite certi- 
ficate standards general teaching standards will be raised. 
Some of the smaller towns receiving high school grants re- 
quire teachers to hold certificates and within this town 
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teachers for vocational rating must be certified but the 
state as a whole has no general certification requirement. 


During the past fall a chapter of the Parent-Teacher 
Association has been organized in Hadley. I imagine that 
there is a greater percentage of the teaching group mem- 
bers than there are parents who are members. Now this 
organization may prove a worthwhile agency to bring the 
schools to work together with the homes where there has 
been wide divergence of effort. To be effective the par- 
ental representation should equal the percentage of teach- 
ers who are members, otherwise it will become another ex- 
tra curriculum enterprise for the teachers to foster. 


I am glad that the Parent-Teacher group has com- 
menced a study of the noon lunch problem for I think that 
some parents are only lukewarmly interested in the prop- 
osition. There is a large enough group in the Hooker- 
Hopkins-Russell area to warrant the availability of warm 
lunches from November to April to those who bring their 
dinners. I estimate that over a dollar a week is spent by 
many pupils for noon lunches of ready cooked sweets, fro- 
zen deserts and tonics. On the other hand a warm, whole- 
some lunch could be prepared for a sizable group with 
pupil help and adult supervision for one quarter the esti- 
mate above made. Some families would have vegetables 
or fruits useful in making soups and salads to receive credit 
for their pupils’ lunches. The plan ought to promote a 
more healthful noon hour procedure. 


As I wrote a year ago [ can see no valid argument 
why the older girls in the Household Arts department of 
Hopkins should not acquire training in the preparation and 
serving of moderate sized groups noon lunches. I know 
that state vocational supervisors prefer to limit the activ- 
ities of the girls in the Household divisions to shorter and 
more individual projects. However when one of these 
same graduates becomes a homemaker which is one of the 
aims of those establishing such departments, that house- 
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wife soon learns that food procuring and its oft daily re- 
peated preparation is not merely a twelve week project 
but a life responsibility. Project requirements for a house- 
hold department in a metropolitan area or even in a school 
system with a regularly organized cafeteria may be 
one thing but I would think similar requirements would 
need change for schools in purely agricultural areas as 
Hadley is. 


i 


In 1982 when general retrenchment was the order all 
over the state along with other towns the position of super- 
visor of drawing and penmanship was removed from the 
Hadley teaching force. The supervision of the penmanship 
was restored in Hatfield in September of 1934. In Had- 
ley the individual teachers are all doing some penmanship 
teaching but frankly there is not the effort nor drive that 
was formerly in evidence with a supervisor of that second 
member of the old so called three R’s “‘Reading, ’Riting and 
‘Rithmetic.” I think drawing has been given as a rule much 
less attention. ‘Two of your teachers, Miss White in the 
North Hadley School and Miss O’Donnell in the Russell 
School have done outstanding work in drawing since there 
has been no supervisor. It might be that one of these 
teachers could: take over this supervision and’ act as a 


regular substitute. 


When the schools closed last June another of your 
older teachers retired from the activities of the schoolroom. 
I refer to Miss Bertha Montague who for so many years had 
taught in your elementary schools with credit and distine- 


tion. 


I believe that there would be advantages were it pos- 
sible to consolidate into a single unit all of the upper grades 
of the town and form a Junior High School.

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REPORT OF THE 


Principal of Hopkins Academy 


Superintendent William E. Hebard and members of the 
Hadley School Committee: 


Gentlemen: 


It would be difficult today for a person to realize 
that nine months ago the most disastrous flood in New Eng- 
land since the landing of the Pilgrims, left Hadley in a sea 
of mud with the cellars of all the buildings full of water; 
the annex all but a wreck; the gymnasium damaged by 
five feet of water on the first floor and the cottage much 
the worse for an immersion in flood waters which reached 
a depth of three feet in the cooking and sewing rooms. 
Today there are but a few signs of the flood in the main 
building. The annex, repaired by two expert carpenters, 
is sounder than ever before. The gymnasium and the cot- 
tage have been completely restored to their former useful- 
ness, and the campus is gradually returning to a normal 
condition. 


The remarkable restoration resulted from cooperation 
and community spirit which is to the everlasting credit of 
Hadley. Town officials, Hopkins trustees, members of the 
school committee, Superintendent Hebard, teachers and 
janitors combined to do everything in their power to bring 
order out of chaos. Considerable expense was entailed in 
the repair of buildings, most of which was taken care of 
by the trustees. 


It is fortunate that we had as janitors two such loyal 
and capable men as Robert Burke and Thomas Hannigan. 
Through their untiring efforts, school property was pro- 
tected during the flood; and after the waters had receded,

they continued to put in long days as they labored to re- 
store the buildings and grounds for school use. 


The school closed later in June than is usual, to make 
up for some of the school days lost because of the flood. 
The customary activities of the spring term were carried 
out. Of course the tennis courts and athletic field could 
not be used. Coach Paul Brown and the members of the 
baseball team decided to carry on in spite of the lack of a 
baseball field, and played on opponents’ fields and on the 
Florence Arcanum diamond, which was generously loaned 
to us on several occasions by the Arcanum management. 
Mr. Brown and the boys deserve much credit for their 
splendid spirit. 


Last April the New England College Entrance Certifi- 
ficate Board renewed the approval of Hopkins for four 
years. Renewal approvals are based on the college records 
of certified students. Hopkins was first approved for college 
certification in 1909. Franklin -E. Heald was then the 
principal. We have been on the approved list ever since. 
The great majority of our graduates who have been cer- 
tified to college have made excellent records, and many 
have been honor students in college throughout their four 
years. 


Last year courses in business fundamentals were in- 
troduced. We were fortunate to secure as a teacher Miss 
Ruth McQueston, who holds a B.S. degree from Middle- 
bury College, and who studied for a year at the North- 
ampton Commercial College. Students have shown en- 
thusiasm for the work, and it is hoped that when rooms anc 
funds are available, we can have a commercial depart- 


ment. 


We rarely have any serious disciplinary problem. This 
reflects credit on students, parents and teachers. There 
is the same friendly atmosphere here for which Hopkins 
has long been noted. The faculty welcomes parents to the 
school for discussions relative to the work of their children. 
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The peak of our school membership was reached last 
year when a total of 232 students were enrolled. This 
vear’s enrollment is as follows: seniors 50, juniors 45, 
sophomores 64, freshmen 40 and post graduates 2. Of the 
201 students who have enrolled this year 100 are boys and 
101 girls. A comparatively small entering class last fall 
is the reason for the decrease in school membership. I 
believe that the total enrollment will remain in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 for several years and then will fall be- 
low 200.

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School Health Report 


Hadley, 1936 


To the Superintendent and 
Members of the School Committee. 
Hadley, Massachusetts. 


“Good Health and Good Sense are two of 
Life’s greatest blessings.” 
—Publius Syrius. 


Every branch of education tries to capture the latest 
advances and to present the most reliable scientific inform- 
ation that may be understood by all concerned and applied 
to the particular subject under consideration. 


To the branch of education known as Health Science, 
new theories arise yearly as science reveals newer and bet- 
ter ways of arriving at the goal of ‘Good Health’ but no 
duplicate, since the days of the ancient philosopher has 
been found to take the place of the silent partner ‘““Good 
Sense” in the pursuit of health as a means of useful living. 


The teaching of health thru’ the understanding and 
practice of the Laws of Hygiene, is the positive approach 
and as such is presented to the school child of the present 
day according to the child’s understanding, but not altered 
one whit from its scientific value. The term ‘health’ is not 
used as an end in itself, but as a means to an end or to a 
fuller enjoyment of activity and usefulness. This is the 
foundation of our health teaching—keep your body and 
mind healthy so you may be happy and useful, in your 
home, in your school and in your community. 


At the present time we hear much about the slogan— 
Health and Safety Education. What does it mean? Is it 
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commercial, sentimental, educational, or has it a genuine 
basis for its appeal? I think it has a genuine and wide 
reaching basis for its appeal, but here, again, we need 
‘good sense’ at the controls and individual responsibility 
the motivating force. That ‘safety’ should be taught is 
well understood, how to apply the methods takes mental 
power no matter where the field of activity may lie. 


Carelessness will cause mishaps, anywhere, at any time, 
at any place, with almost any object or instrument. Acci- 
dent prevention is a world problem and public safety an 
attainable ideal, providing ‘good sense’ and knowledge that 
tends to safety is exercised. 


Most illness may be considered avoidable accident. The 
parent who allows his child to contract diphtheria, is not 
only considered negligent, but also culpable. Why? It has 
been one of the greatest blessings given to society thru’ 
the channels of medical research—the discovery of an im- 
munizing serum for the prevention of the dread foe of all 
young children, namely, diphtheria. 


Now, is that parent negligent who neglects to protect 
his child? Yes, most certainly. Again, not only self-in- 
terest but the interest of the community demands that each 
individual try and keep well, and if ill, keep out of contact 
with other people. No law but the mental attitude of indi- 
vidual responsibility and proper concern for the health of 
the community, can control accidents that result from such 


a lack of ‘good sense’ and ‘good faith’ to your community. 


The aftermath of the flood disaster brought many new 
problems, not the least was the health problem. Altho’ not 
widespread, several children returned to Hadley, seriously 
ill and the wonder is that more were not seriously affected. 


Prompt and efficient cooperation brought order out of 
chaos in quick time and the children back to school not too 
much the worse for the experience. 


This report seems especially dedicated to parents. It

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is a splendid move on the part of the tommunity to organ- 
ize and maintain a Parent-Teachers’ Association for the 
common interest—the well-being of the child. Matters 
that are disturbing one factor or the other may be aired and 
‘better understood thru’ mutual interest and discussion. The 
Health division of the school stands ready to cooperate in 
any way for the success of the Association and happiness 
of the school] child. 


The Health Service program did not change to any 
great extent. The same thorough physical examination was 
given to all students. Oral examination and Dental Service 
by the Red Cross Dental department. 


The Health teaching in the 8th, 9th, 10th grades con- 
tinued thru’ the term, somewhat hurried in the spring term 
but covering considerable ground. 


Physical defects corrected and special examinations 
by the Chadwick Clinic and Hampshire County Clinic were 
held as usual, as well as extra x-ray examinations as the 
need of the school child demanded;

Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of Schools, and the School 
Committee of Hadley: ;
